\ The Bolsheviki announce on the 
same day the capture of Novocher- 
‘kassk, ‘one of the principal towns of 
the Don Cossacks; Krasno , the 
gateway to Turkestan? and Samar- 
kand. TRoTzKY is. making good his 
threat. of carrying the war toward 
Tobe sure, he is a long way 
off as. yet; but there seems to be 
little opposition to ‘his’ armies .in Cen- 
tral Asia, and even in the Caucasus 
the armed forces that are or may 
be arrayed against him are small. 
Ninéteen-eighteen was a year of 
nations in arms, but by the he- 
ginning of 1920 we are back, for 
the time,’ to the old stage of profes- 
‘sional armies.

faction of Indian Moslems with the 
treatment of ._.Turkey. There may 


disciples of MoHAMMED and those of 
Marx; but the two. militant religions 
and the Turkish racial . movement 
have at least one joint interest, and 
that a powérful one—uncompromising 
hostility to Western European democ- 
racy. : 

The progress of the Bolsheviki on 
the west’ of the Caspian Sea will de- 
pend largely on the relations between 
the British and the little republics of 
the Caucasus.

KIN is now in a bad way, but the 
British have given him some support 
and his failure will lower the prestige 
of Britain in the Calicasus and Cas- 
pian regions. “ It is a‘ question how 
long the Caucasus barrier can be held. 

The recent Anglo-Persian agreement 
would enable the British to make of |. 
Persia a waluable buffer State, if they 
had time; whether the Red armies 
will give them time remains to be 
seen. Meanwhile the professiorf™l An-~ 
glophobes in this country have pro- 
tested against ‘‘ land-grabbing,’’ and 
apparently have persuaded even the 
State Department that, there is some- 
‘thing immoral about the Anglo-Per- 
sian ‘agreement. Doubtless | it- would 
be better Yor the world if Persia’ were 
a vigorous State, capable of maintain- 
ing her own policy and defending her 
own frontiers; but she is not and has 
not been for a long time. Critics of 
the Anglo-Persian “agreement. -might 
be kind enough to say frankly wheth- 
er they would rather have Persia 
and’ India ruled by the British or by 
the Bolshevist leaders in Moscow;

FARM VALUE OF PIG TREBLED 


Price of Swine Has Advanced Far 
“More Than That of the Av- 
erage Beef Animal. 








The Foreign Trade Record of the Na- 
tional City Bank shows that the value 
of pork products exported from this 
country in 1919 was more than eight 
times as great as the exports of ‘similar 
products in 1914. The Record states - 

“Our pork products exported ‘in the 
calendar year 1919 will show, accord- 
ing to a. statement by the National city 
Bank of New York, a grand total of ap- 
proximately $850,000,000, against @ little 
over $100,000,000 in the fiscal year 1914, 
all of “which precéded the war. The 
quantity exported aggregates about. 2,- 
600,000,000 pounds, against a little less 
than 1,000,000,000 pounds in 1914, and 
the average price per pound about ® 
cents, as against approximately 12 cents 
per_pound in 1914. The advance has con- 
tinued year by ‘year and month by 
month, and the export prices at the
